themselves as “A show of daring acrobatics, theatrical drama and pyrotechnical 
wonders. Born out of fantastic dreams, built from civilizations trash and 
driven by the creative power of sub-cultural world and lifestyle.” They consist 
of 13 people with members spread out across Europe and North and South America. 
During the time I spent in Germany last summer, I went to an antifascist open- 
air festival Potsdam, which featured several bands and performers from 
different countries. One of the performances was a fifty-minute show by ELXT90, 
held in a nearby parking lot in order to accommodate their large trucks and 
elaborate set. Not knowing what to expect, I left the show impressed and 
interested in knowing more about the group. 


For me, what was most fascinating about the show, was the incredible amount of 
time, energy and creativity put into this project and the mesmerizing 
choreography and fire show. It left me with a lasting impression and much 
inspiration, often wondering if and how it could be possible to create 
something on this scale, here in the states. With strict fire codes, a lack of 
squats, wagon places and venues willing to host a show like this and most 
people lacking the time and money to put into an all consuming project that 
doesn’t pay for itself, it seems like a far-fetched fantasy. Although the 
differences in social systems, public tolerance, different laws and perhaps 
schooling create an environment more accessible for low income artists and 
outcasts alike to express themselves and create projects like this, I think 
this group is a good example of possibilities that can happen when creative 
people combine energy and dedicate themselves to something.

-What is the process of creating the props and stage for ELXT90? Was the set assembled and built by the artists? B4spcee ene 
material we use has been created by us, and sometimes friends have helped out here and there. Technical skills such 

as electric work, metal construction, welding, carpentry, costume design; graffiti; ee. .are required for the construction of 
our set. The wheel, one of the main elements of the show, was built by a Swiss, friend named Boomer. He recycled steel tubes 
out of an empty warehouse and constructed this hexagonal turntable wheel construction about 6 5O:m: taba ALS: feet). as an 
attraction for kids to ride in. Finally, he gave it to a bunch of acrobat and pyromaniac girls from Schrottbar in Biel, 
Switzerland and they started to use it and explored its potential. The Transformers and the dinosaur Spamazilla were built by 
Johnny Electrolux and are a result of years of work and improvement of design and functionality, basically they are made out 
of recycled plastic parts of motorbikes and cars. All the props we use in the show are constantly maintained, repaired, 
changed and improved along each tour - it is an infinite process of work. This year we had the wheel with side platforms, a 
trapeze structure attached to it, another additional scaffold-tube structure, our spaceship-decoration with electrical 
implants and cyber-gadgets, the dinosaur powered with an electric-vehicle and gas installation for flame effects, a huge 
graffiti-sprayed landscape backdrop, a gray-man office set, as well as all the transformer, x-tion-reptile, latex-bird 
costumes and loads of smaller fire and pyrotechnical props. Not to forget our own light and technician tower with about 15 
kilowatts of different lighting instailation and about 3000 meters (nearly 10,000 feet) of cables. To transport all that 
stuff and the people we had a 14-ton material truck, two 3.5-ton trucks, a material trailer, a caravan and a 5-ton kitchen 
truck. Building up the set is about 10 hours of non-stop work - the show itself lasts about 50 minutes and afterwards you 
have to break down all the set again. I think that one strength of our show is the creativity and technical skills put into 
the set, using a lot of recycled materials and transforming trash into art.
